DAMAGE CLAIMS. 

The Lodge resolution originates 
in a number of American claims for 
damages against the British guvern- 
ment pending before the Foreign 
Relations Committee, in which Bos- 
ton interests are said to be heavily 
tinterested. The meastre “went 
over’ until tomorrow under the 
Senate rules, when itt likely will be 
adopted without debate. 

The investigation of the Affairs of 
the International Mercantiie Marine 
by the Shipping Board develcped a 
curious situation.

He gave 
most plausible reasons for the 
regotiation of the agreements be- 
tween the company and the British 
government which established thi« 
control. He sald that they wanted 
to operate as an American concert 
and put it up to the Shipping Board 
to devise a way out of the predica- 


ent. 

“We feel that we are outcasts,” 
said Mr. Franklin, “with our only 
home status somewhere in the mid- 
die of the Atlantic. In England 
they call us American, while in the 
United States we are called Brit- 
ish. at we want is a clean bill 
of health as an American concern. 
We are presenting al! the facts to 


the Shipping Board and we want 
the rd to find a remedy for the 
situation.” 


PROBLEM KNOTTY. 


The problem shapes up about 
like thie: 

The I.M.M. is a sort of holding 
company for half a dozen British 

idiaries, though in addition it 
owns purely American interests as 
well. Its ownership is practically 
held 100 per cent in the United 
States and its earrin are accord- 
ingly distributed in this country. 

Under English law the tonnage 
owned by the LM.M. under British 
registry is subject, in the event of 
war, to the contro! of the British 
Admiralty. In addition an agree- 
ment the company has with the 
British government provides for 
British directors in its operating 
subsidiaries, which virtually vests 
peace-time control over its manage- 
ment in the London Board of Trade, 
though Mr. Franklin testified today 
that the British government has 
never interfered in any way with 
its peace-time management.

EXAMPLE FOR STEPHENS. 

While Gov. Stephens was advocat- 
ing economy and increases of taxes in 
the same breath another Governor ex- 
horted a Legislature to cut the costs of 
running the State and not to resort to 
increased taxation. The Governor of 
California might learn something if he 
would lock himself up in his quarters 
at Sacramento and study the message 
Gov. Miller ‘sent to the New York 
Legislature. It dealt with conditions in 
such a sane way that the Boston 
Transcript hailed the document as re- 


markable and the New York Times 


declared that not since Cleveland's sec- 
ond inaugural message has there been 
such praise of thrift and such warning 
against extravagance in government. 
Using plain speech, New York's new 
Governor called for paying old debts 
before contracting new ones—and pay- 
ing them out of savings made by cuts 
in expenditures; not by increased 
taxes. He declared that not only must 
the outgo be kept within the income, 
but “in no event should appropriation 
bills be passed which will require the 
raising of additional revenue.” Gov. 
Miller urged that useless departments 
and commissions be abolished with 
their arrays of political attendants all 
drinking at the public trough. He went 
into detail and told where millions 
could be saved. If Gov. Stephens had 
done that how glad The Times and the 
taxpayers would have been to praise 
him. If he would survey the State gov- 
ernment situation with the sole idea 
of seeing what is best in the interests 
of the people he cc ild have no hesita- 
tion in urging the lopping off of de- 
partments whose results, as Gov. Mil- 
ler puts it, “do not appear to be com- 
mensurate with their cost." Will the 
Governor of California do that, or is 
he afraid? 


TR ATTITUDE TOWARD JAPAN. 

Surprising disclosures in relation to 
the Asiatic policies of the Wilson adminis- 
tration have resulted from the investiga- 
tion of the killing of Lieut. Lengdon, U.S.N.., 
by a Japanese sentry in the streets of 
Viadivostok. The first question which nat- 
urally arose was, “By what right did a Japa- 
nese soldier halt am American soldier on 
neutral soil?” Viadivostok is not a Japanese 
city de jure, although it seems now to be a 
de facto Japanese possession. 

Lieut. Langdon was returning from a New 
Year's party at the home of his Russian 
fiancee. Wounded by the Japanese sentry, 
he continued to his quarters, related briefiy 
what had occurred and expired short!: 
afterwards. When his sweetheart was told 
o? the tragedy she sobbed that it would be 
impossible to secure justice from the Japa- 
nese. An hour later she committed sut- 
cide. There is an ugly report to the effect 
that her suicide was necessary to prevent 
vengeance being visited upon her far 
by the Japanese for the crime of being 
friends of the slain officer. 

Strange things have occurred in that dis- 


trict since the Japanese occupation. The’ 


luckiess inhabitants have learned from ex- 
perience that the right of life and death Is 
held by the army of occupation, and the 
Japanese hold to the oriental maxim, “When 
in doubt, strike.” It is another form of 
the maxim of conspirators, “Dead men tell 
no tales.” 

In the Japanese Diet on Thursday Min- 
ister of War Tanaka, replying to an in- 
terpeliation for the chief of the “peace 
party,” said: 

Japan was justified in posting sen- 
tries In Viadivostok. She was intrust- 
ed with this important mission by the 
consular body. For faithfully discharg- 
ing the mission the Japanese troops 
made no smal! sacrifice. 

This statement, ft musg be remembered, 
has been received over a cable censored 
by the Japanese government. It is a Japa- 
nese and not a neutral version of the dis- 
cussion in the Diet. The Important thing 
sbout it to the average American is that 
our Own government was a party to the 


agreement by which the Japanese continue’ 


to exercise the right of sovereignty cover 
Lastern Siberia. It was popviarly supposed 
to be a tri-party arrangement among the 
United States, Great Britain and Japan. 
But ft now appears that this country has 
withdrawn and left the territory in posses 
sion of the Japanese. 

As the result of Japanese occupation the 
district is now governed as a Japanese 
province. Both the military and civil gov- 
ernments are directed by Japanese and 
Japanese: colonization is proceeding with 
startling rapidity, while the greater portion 
of the former population is scattered or 
dead. 

The United States, particularly the Pa- 
cific Coast, has a lively interest in what is 
taking place tn Siberia; for Siberia is near- 
er to this country than any part of any 
other continent. We have an interest in 
seeing that vast agricultural and mineral 
domain developed by people of our own 
race and belief. Viadivostok is 1000 miles 
nearer fo Californta by water than New 
York; and the traditional friendship be- 
tween the American and Russian people 
places us under a moral obligation not to 
support their despoilers. 

The events of the last three months have 
not tended to strengthen ties of friendship 
between this country and Japan. The Japa- 
nese government continues to look with 
disfavor upon the antialien land law passed 
at the last California general election: and, 
while the Federal Pcpartment of State con- 
tinues to view mith complacency the ag- 
gression of Japan in China and Manchu- 
ria, there is a growing sentiment through- 
out the country that we should voice of- 
ficially our proposition to the forcible ex- 
tension of Japanese sovereignty in Asia. 
When so much inflammable materia! ts ly- 
ing about a spark from a Japanese rifie is 
dangerous. 

During his entire tenure of office Prest- 
dent Wilson has been steadily receding in 
all controversies in which Japan is con- 
cerned, and the Japanese government has 
continued to press forward arrogantly. 
Two philosophies seem to have come into 
conflict: while we continue to turn the 
other cheek Japan adheres to the policy 
of her sentry in Viadivostok, “when in 
doubt, shoot.” The American policy in re 
latiom to Japan bas been as pacific as that

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of China; and the Japanese government 
has not hesitated to make the most of it. 
Rut the experience of history indicates that 
one who continues to bait your Uncle Sam- 
uel does so at his risk and peril. 

There are a number of accounts to be 
regulated between the two governments; 
and perhaps it is just as well that final 
settlement has been delayed until] a more 
virile administration is in charge of Amer- 
ican foreign policies. Our country cannot 
afford to adopt a biustering attitude in its 
foreign relations with any country; but 
there should be a sufficient firmness to 
make an opponent aware that any spirit of 
conciliation evinced by us is born of a de- 
sire to preserve the peace of the world and 
is not due either to unmpreparedness or 
weakness. 


HEMISTS AND BRREW-HOUNDS 
Looks as if under the city’s new hone- 


dry ordinance it would be necessary for the | 


administration to hire a phalanx of trained 
chemists to sample the various beverages 
that are submitted to the public palate or 
the private thirst. If the ordinance is to be 
made good a kenne! of municipal biew- 
hounds will be absolutely essential. The 
limitation of half of 1 per cent of alcohol 
provided in the Volstead Act will be the 
dead line and there will be no mitigating 
interpretations by Federal officials to re- 
duce the. shock. No cider will be permit- 
ted to raise whiskers. After it has reached 
the age of consent or discretion or what- 
ever stage it is that enables it to register 
a kick it will be knocked in the head. The 
sooner-beers that come up to the wire with 
a 1 per cent pull will be banished from the 
streets and even in one’s own castle the 
home-brewers will be burned at the stake 
if their product carries a higher percentage 
than the law determines. 

The chemists and the brew-hounds can 
£0 up one side of the street and down the 
other sniffing at every porta; and ceilar- 
way. What is wanted is some sort of a 
thermometer that can be plunged into every 
measure of home brew and induced to reg- 
ister the exact proportion of alcoho! it con- 
tains. Until that can be had the processes 
of chemistry are slow. The judgment of a 
trained palete would get quicker action. 
There are thirsts so keen that the presence 
of a 7 per cent kick can be located in a 
single drop. If the chemist has got to draw 
off a sample and then take it to his la’ora- 
tory for analysis a jot of evidence is going 
to be lost. A trained taster who can pounce 
on the brew and catalogue it with his 
tongue would be invaluable as a sleuth. 
Then he could fill a medicine dropper with 
the sample,_card index it and get the chem- 
ical analysis and the official record later. 

But if the homes of the people are to be 
invaded by the municipal brew-hounds a 
mighty roar will go up. The humblest 
American has been led to believe that his 
home is his castle. Even the Federal gov- 


ernment and the Supreme Court have rather. 


upheld this contention. Now if a common, 
erdinary, every-day city cop can break into 
bis cellar and carry off his private collec- 
tion of home brew he is either going to 
sob or fight. More likely he will fight. He 
is willing to be a law-abiding citizen—ex- 
cept in his own cellar. 

It may be that the general government Is 
a-wearying of the burden of enforcing the 
amendment. It ts awful expensive upless 
the cities and States are in accord. So the 
administration encourages the passing of 
the buck to the local authorities. The city 
police can handle the situation better and 
the town can make big monty on prosecu- 
tions where the government would lose. 
The city got over a thousand dollars in 
souses 
aione. Think of the money there would be 
if all the bootleggers and home-brewers had 
to chip in to the city treasury! The city 
can hire a squad of skilled chemists and 
still prove that it is making money. 

The new ordinance will go into effect 
February 20. It looks like a dry Washing- 
ton's Birthday, even for the home-brewers. 
But the city is to be made safe for the 
prohibitionists if we have to hire all the 
chemists south of the Tehachepl. 


An agreement has been reached between 
American Ambassador Morris and the Japa- 
nese government in relation to the anti- 
Japanese row. No matter where it is, there 
are are fapid antiJapanese who will not 
agree to the provisions of the proposed 
treaty. 


AITING ON HARDING. 

The ambassadors of foreign powers at 
Washington have their ears to the ground. 
Mut they dre not paying much attention to 
the rumblings that come from the White 
hiouse. They are more concerned with the 
manifestations from Marion. Many a pro- 
gram rémains incomplete while its authors 
wait for the man from Ohio to pronounce 
his views. In European countries they 
have, generally speaking, a continuity. of 
foreign policy. This is not so noticeable 
m the United States and therefore when a 
new President takes office there is much 
speculation in foreign capitals as to the 
couse he and his Cabinet are likely to fol- 
low On matters uppermost at the time in 
the world's mind. Just now France is on 
the qui vive as to the action President-elect 
Harding is likely to urge in dealing with 
Germany and Russia. Italy would like to 
know his opinion regarding the Adriatic, 
while Great Britain is tmtensely Interested 
in what Harding will have to say on a va- 
riety of subjects. A matter that affects 
Callfornia indirectly is the proposed re- 
newal of the Anc\oJapanese alliance. It 
is believed that Downing street is deferring 
final action until it sees how the President- 
elect proposes to deal with the trouble- 
some problem affecting this country and 
the Nipponese. Various great lands that 
go to make up the British empire are by 
no means enthusiastic over a continuance 
of the alliance between white men and 
brown. They feel that with the elimina- 
tion of the German mailed fist menace in 
the Far East, temporarily at least, the 
need for an Anglo-Japanese agreement no 
longer exists. At any rate they are glad to 
find the British governiment seemilugly 
awaiting a pronouncement by Mr. Harding, 
as President, before finally committing it- 
self. 


ATER, WATER EVERYWHERE. 

The problem of whether the ocean 
shall be traversed by wet or dry ships is 
becoming quite a teasing one. It is now 
before the House Committee on Judiciary. 
The testimony of practically every steam- 


thip official thus far reached is that Amer-- 


ican vessels will cease to fly the American 
flag and pass under foreign registration if 
prohibitiod is to be rigidly enforced upon 
them, no matter where they lie. One vessel 
owner went so far as to declare that not 
even the prohibitionists will travel on the 
temperance ships. There have been whole- 
pale cancellations of passage on ships where 
prohibition has applied an@ under the latest 


ruling of the Attorney-General! that the pro- 


hibition lew extends wherever the Amer- 
ican flag files—even though it be in a for- 
eign port—there is a general rush to get 
out from under the colors. The Ant!-Saloon 
League does not propose to yield an inch in 
the struggle, however. It insists that the 
dry ships will win in the long run and that 
it is only a matter of time when the whole 
world—including its oceans—will be dry. 
Uf course it is a little hard for the time be- 
ing on vessels that have to compete with 
the wide-open policy of the French and En- 
glish ships. Maybe we can get even by 
forbidding a French ship to land here un- 
less the captain signs the pledge. How- 
ever, there is a feeling that ocean travel 
ie geadjusting itself. With world-wide pro- 
hibition at least 50 per cent of the present 
so-called pleasure travel would cease and it 
would take a little time to develop new in 
its place. The rising generation would have 
to furnish it. A bone-dry ship on a bone 
dry ocean may be the regular thing shortly. 
Let us hope. 


“THE EYES OF THE CITIZENRY.” 

If editors could only see that they are 
the eyes of the citizenry, as well as the 
mentors, the gossips and the grinders of 
moving-picture cameras, they would do 
more good, achieve greater fame and make 
more profit. 

In a popular government it fs all impor 
fant that some one shall play sentinel, 
watch the sleeping tents where lie the well- 
meaning. but inactive sovereigns, and pre- 
vent the invasion of corruptionists and rev- 
olutionists. Eternal vigilance must not be 


expected from the man who is busy with 
selling his needles and pins. And if we 
are to maintain our liberty, some one must 
be on guard, not to chatter about duty in 
editorials, but to go out, discover offenses 
against the law and bring the offenders to 
justice —[Melville E Stone ia 
Week | 


THE STORY OF YAP. 


BY FREDERIO J. HASKIN. 


WASHINGTON (D. C.) Jan. 10.— 
Who gets the island of Yap? The 
Bureau of Insular Affairs sald the 
Navy Department ought to know. 
and the Navy Department felt sure 
that the State Department would 
Know, and maybe the State Depart- 
ment knows, but it isn’t saying any- 
thing. 


Ever since Yap was Introduced to 
the Peace Conference it has been 4 
bone of contention and a diplomatic 
mystery. lt was casually brought 
into notice at Versailles by Presi- 
dent Wilson, who suggested that the 
United States would like to have 
Yap for a cable station, and asked 
that a special conference be called 
jater to arrange for its disposition. 

It was the only bit of territory 
that the United States had wanted, 
and certainly nobody, outside of the 
Siate Department, perhaps, had any 
idea that a simple little thing like 
& seventy-mile island would be dis- 
ruted in view of what.other coun- 
tries were raking in. Word spread 
ebroad that the island of Yap was 
the one thing we were to get out of 
the war, and Yap became a familiar 
allusion in American conversation. 
Everybody knew it was an island, 
and some people could even locate 
it—at least to the extent of beirtg 
sure that it was in the ocean, prob- 
ably in the Pacific. 

Meanwhile, the United States hung 
back about signing the treaty. the 
cable conference was not called, and 
it became known that, a long time 
befcre, Japan and England had be- 
come interested in the welfare of 
Yap and had made a secret treaty 
to provide for its future. The treaty 
arranged for the German-owned 
isiands in the Pacific to be divided 
into two lots—those above the 
equator for Japan. and those below 
for Great Britain. With this agree- 
ment in mind, Japan had already 
run up the Japanese flag in Yap. 
which is one of the Caroline Island 
wroup, east of the Philippines. 

At the same time Japan sealed 
all the cable ends at Yap. This 
meant that communication in the 
Pacific was crippied, for Yap is an 
important cable center, with lines 
running to Shanghai, Guam, and 
Menado, so that these points are 
connected with the United States at 
San Francisco. Guam, net far from 
Yap, is also a cable base, but the 
Pacific needs two, in case of storms 
or damage to one of the cable lines 
Our con mercial communication 
with the East has for some time 
been hampered as a result of the 
Japanese seizure of the cable base 
at Yap. 

JAPANESE NOW THERE. 

Japan is on the ground. but the 
Peace Convention presumably agreed 
to Mr. Wilson's conference sugges- 
tion, and, it would seem, gave him 
to understand that the cable rights 
of Yap, if not the island itself. were 
to be ours. This is the hichly 
wirategic Yap situation, regarding 
which the State Department finds no 
words sufficiently meaningless to be 
safely uttered at present. 

As a piece of.land. Yap wouldn't 
be worth any nation wasting lan- 
guage over. As a cable landing it 
ix a prize which is not to be care- 
lessly abandoned. Yap as a trop- 
ical island, however, is far more in- 
teresting than Yap as a cable base. 
It is a seldom visited island, but it 
has had one enthusiastic biographer 
in William H. Furness, who has giv- 
en us a fascinating account of the 
life and ways of the Yappers. 

Ir Yap, Mr. Furness found a com- 
munistic scheme of life operating on 
a really practical basis. Certain 
peculiar factors make practicable in 
Yap tnat communistic life, which has 
so often failed in western countries. 
These are the character of the land 
and the temperament of the people 

The Yaoper literally picks his 
clothes off the bushes. Lone grasses 
and leaves make up the skirt, which 
is all the woman wears. except a4 
few flowers. She plaits and weaves 
her long skirt together with a very 
little labor, and it lasts about a 
month. The man wears stil) less in 
quantity—a loin cloth, a small grass 
girdle, and the inevitable string of 
beads. If he is a free man, he also 
displays a comb in his hair. 

The natives, children and all, live 
on cocoanuts, fish,eyams and other 
easily-found foods, Their houaes are 
built of beams with low thatched 
roofs. Everything is at hand, and 
thelr wants are few. The Yappers 
have no ambitions, nor worries, and 
few jealousies. There is no trouble 
about getting work done, Decause 
there is so little to do. The bachelors 
of a tribe build and live in what 
corresponds to a fraternity house. 
When one marries. he builds a nut 
for simple housekeeping, and returns 
to the men’s quarters mainly for 
pow-wows and other ceremonies to 
which women are not invited. The 
children of Yap roam about and pick 
up food anywhere, and sleep as often 
in one house as in another. 

STONE MONEY. 


Tife is reduced to its lowest terms 
without sacrificing comfort. Yet the 
people of this island do not go to the 
limits of communism. They believe 
strongly in personal property, and 
they have a rigid monetary system. 
It is extremely rude to enter an- 
other's house without invitation. As 
for money, itis not in constant cir- 
culation, for there is not a great deal 
to buy, but there is a good deal of it 
in evidence. To purchase some 
trinket, or fish from the fishermen, 
ahell money is used. Butin big 
transactions, {n a real estate deal, or 
in buying a canoe, stone money must 
be produced. 

This stone money is quarried on 
an island 400 miles away and shipped 
to Yap where it is official currency. 
BaAch piece is as round as the cut- 
ters can make it, and has a hole in 
it. Size determines the relative val- 
ve of the coin. A small coin would 
be about a foot in diameter, a mid- 
dle-sized coin would be the size of 
a cartwheel, and a big coin might be 
as much as twelve feet in diameter. 

Of course, these biggest pleces of 
currency cannot be carried about. 
They cannot even be got inside the 
netive houses. Usually the owner 
of the fortune has it propped up 
against the house, or against a tree 
in the yard, and there it stays. 
Nobody could steal it without rous- 
ting the neighborhod. And there is 
practically no theft in Yap . any 
way. 

When small pieces of stone money 
change hands, the new owner hoists 
his pay on a pole and staggers home 
with it. If the payment is too un- 
wieldy for him to roll or drag it 
home, and he does not wish to call 
in assistance, it is quite customary 
to leave the money at the forme? 
owner's house and perhaps mark it 
so that the new owner can claim it 

It is not at all necessary to be 
able to point out one’s treasure to 
be known as a wealthy citizen of 
Yap. It ie satisfactory to be the 
rightful owner of the money, and to 
have it so known among one's 
frienda. Thus, one prominent family 
had a great piece of stone money 
made.and was bringing it home on 
a raft when the stone flopped over- 
board and sank. The crew escaped 
drowning and came on to Yap to 
tell of the occurrence. It was not 
accounted a disaster, for the

money existed. There were & num- 
ber of reliable witnesses who had 
seen it, and could show the place 
where it disappeared. It was just 
ans good at the bottom of the bay, 
they decided, as it would have been 
in the front yard of the family man- 
sion. So the family continued to be 
regarded as wealthy and this money, 
for several generations has had the 
same purehasing Value as any visible 
currency. 

These people who find life 
simple are not semicivilized or even 
barbarians but they are rather bigh 
up in the savage scale. Dr. Fur- 
ness describes them as “of the Ma- 
layan type—a light coffee-colored 
skin; hair black and inelind to 
wave or curl, not crinkly, like the 
Melanesian and African, eyes very 
dark brown, almost black; cheek 
bones rather high and noses in- 
clined to be hooked, but not promi- 
nent. -S8ince the sale of intoxicants 
and gunpowder has been prohibited, 
except to the trustworthy chiefs, they 
are gentile, docile and lazy.” 

These natives cannot read or write, 
even their own language, #0 they 
may not know that the United States 
ia engaging in an after-the-war con- 
flict over their little Island. They 
probably would not care anyway, so 
long ag the battle rages at a dis- 
‘ance. All the Yappers want is 
peace and quiet.
